Roughly our lossee were 200, while 
thousands of the denrlahea were killed 
or wouBdad. 

Tbe AngkKEgypfian army encamped 
at Agalaa, eight miles from Qmdur 
man Tha deriahaa were three miieii 
distant 

At dawn our cavalry, patrollng to> 

ward Omdurman, disoovercd the enemy 
advancing to tbe attack In battle ar- 
ray, ohaiiflug war songs. Their front 
coii.^i.'^t^Ki of infantry and cavalry, 
streti hed out for three or four milee. 

Countleas banners fluttered oiver 
their raaaaee and tbe copper and broes 
drums resounded thicniKh tbe serried 
ranks of the savage warriors, who ad- 
vanced unwaveriBMr, With all tMr 
old time ardor. 

Our Infantry formed up outrtde tbe 
camp. On the laft were the First bat- 
talion Northumt>erland fusileers, the 
Second battalion Lancashire fusileers 
and First battalion grenadiera guards 
with the Maxim battery, manned by 
the royal Irish fusileers. 

In our centfr were the first battalion 
Warwickshire regiment the First bat- 
talion Cameron Highlanders and tbe 
First battalion Linoolnahire regiment 
with Maxims worked by a detachment 
of tbe royal artillery, under Major 
Wllliaras. On our right were the 
Soudaneae brigades commanded by 
General Maxwell and Oeneral Ma<-- 
Donald. The Egyptian brigades held 
the reserves and both fianks were sup- 
ported by tha Mgsia-NeCMlilt imt- 
teries. 

At 7:20 a. ro. the anamy crowded the 
ridges above the camp and advanced 

steadily In enveloping formation. At 
7:40 our aytlllery opened fire, which 
was answered by the dervish riflemen. 

Their attack devel^ed on our left 
and in accordance with their tradi- 
tional tactica, thay swept down the 
hillside with tha dMigB Of ruablBg our 
flank. 

But the withering fira malBtaiBad 
for 16 mltutes by all our line frus- 
trated tha rttampt, aad the dervlahea 

balked, swept toward our c?nter, upon 
which they concentrated a fierce at- 
tack. 

A large force of horsemen, trying 
to face a continuous bail of bullets 
frcMn tba Cameron Highlandera, the 

Lincolnshire regiment and tbe Sou- 

daneee, was literally swept away, leac. 
ing to the withdrawal of the entire 
bwly, whoee dead strewed the field. 

Tbe bravery of tbe dervishea can 
hardly be overstated. Thoae who car- 
rlwl the flag? struggled to within a 
few hundred yards of our fighting line, 
while the mounted Emiit* absolutely 
threw their lives away in bold charges. 

When the dervishea withdrew behind 
tbe ridge in front of their camp tbe 
whole force n>arched in echelon of 
battalions toward Omdurman. As our 
troops surmounted tbe crest adjoining 
the Nile, the Soudaaaaa^oB our right 
came into contact with tha anamy, who 
had reformed under cover of a rocky 
emineuce and had massed beneath the 
black standard of the Khalifa in order 
to make a supreme effort to retrieve 
the fortunes of tbe day. A oiaaa, 
15,000 strong, bora dowB on the 

Soudaiiehe ^ 

Creneral Kitchener swung round the 
center and left of tbe Soudanese and 
seised the rocky ^ar.inaBco and the 
BgypttaBs, hitherto Ib raa a r v a, jofBed 
the firing line in ten minutes and t>e- 
fore tbe dervishes could drive their 
attack home. Tbe flower of the 
Khalifas army waa caught in a de- 
preaploB and wlthiB a lOBa of with- 
ering cross Are from three brigades, 
with the attendant artillery. Tbe de- 
voted Mabdista strove heroically to 
maka headway, but every rusli was 
atoppad, whila tiair main twAjr 
literally niewB dolTB by B kuttBiaed 
deadly cross fire. 

Defiantly the dervishes- planted their 
standards and died beaide tbam.

Fever— Cun't be Too Careful of 
DriiUlf Water. 

Last apring Mr. Cal Arthur, of Shan- 
non, had a force of hands engaged getting 
out tobacco. Near the field was a pool, 
and water from thia pool wm oaed for 
drinking purpoaea while they were at 
work, simply hefaiifle it was "close at 
band." Mr. Arthur sugKested once or 
twice that the water wu not the beat, 
bat the reat of the crowd thought it 
wo lid be wasting time to send some one 
t ) the cistern or apring that waa farther 
away. 

Since then Mr. Arthur and nearly all 

ths othera who drank out of the pool 
have had severi' attacks of typhoid fever. 
Mr. Arthur . was dangerooaly ill for 
weeks, but ia now able to be out^ Some 
of the othera have not yet recovered. 

Th 're is hardly any doubt that their 
sickaess is directly due to the water they 
drank out of the pool. It'a an instance 
ihowing the graat importance of kaving 
a supply of pore watar for drinking pur^ 
poaea.
